EDWARD: A MAN 


TC7HEN the popular Monarch of the 
** World's largest Empire is forced to 
abandon his throne to marry the lady of 
his choice—a right enjoyed by the humblest 
of his 450,000,000 subjects, has civilization, 
after all, advanced far? 


If there must be thrones, none 
could 


have a better occupant than Edward VIIE. 
Democratic, intelligent, progressive, 
he 


was more than an ornament for a tradi- 
tion. He would be King of Britain today 
except for one thing: He decided to mar- 
ry the woman of his choice. 


The exiled ruler captivated the heart of 


America when, as Prince of Wales, he 
made several tours to this country in the 
years immediately following the war. Now 
that he has stepped down from his throne 
to marry an American woman, Americans 
certainly will not think less of him. He 
will always be remembered here as the 
dashing Prince whose democracy was not 
veneer but a part of him. Britain, without 
the Prince of Wales or Edward VIII seems, 
to people in the United States, an entirely 
different Empire than it was last week. 


Edward VIII is a civilized being who 


apparently thought is possible to be one 
kind of a Monarch in another kind of set- 
ting. He is disillusioned now, but where- 
ver he goes, whatever he does, he will al- 
ways have the good wishes and admiration 
of peoples in all free countries.

These two days are the due-dates of the 


chief Allied war debt payments. 


Recent reports from Europe 
indicate 


that the ex-Allies are anxious to make suf- 
ficient token payments on their debts to 
avoid technical default and the Johnson 
Act ban this would impose against borrow- 
ing further funds in the U. S. 


These overtures may be welcomed in the 


State Department, but some White House 
advisers are pointing out that the President 
could perform one of the greatest peace- 
strokes in history by setting the war debts 
up as a constant reminder that the obliga- 
tions of the last conflagration are unpaid, 
never will be paid in full, and that the 
United States cannot afford to 
get 
en- 


tangled in another debacle 
of 
lending 


money to Europe. 


Any payments to be made by the Allies 


now, these advisers say, would be a mere 
pittance in contrast to the importance of 
reminding future generations against the 
dangers of European entanglements—fi- 
nancial or otherwise. 


Twice a year—on December 
15 and 


June 15—future Presidents could hold up 
the debts as a national reminder against 
the pitfalls of Europe. Serving such pur- 
pose they would be worth all their original 
investment. 
Otherwise they are almost 


valueless—and if settled for token pay- 
ments, might become a drag into the Euro- 
pean imbroglio. 


GUARD AGAINST FIRES 


/•"VNCE more it is necessary that the pub- 
^•^ lie be warned to take precautions 
against fire in the celebration of Christmas 
and at holiday entertainments where trees 
are used. 
These 
trees themselves are 


highly inflammable even when they are 
green. 
They are still more 
dangerous 


when dry. 
Most of them have been cut 


and held in storage for several weeks. 


Wax or tallow candles should not be 


used for lighting up the tree. 
Nor are 


they necessary in these days of incandes- 
cent electric bulbs. As a matter of course, 
cotton should not be used for trimming, 
nor for the whiskers or clothing of Kris 
Kringle. 
To be safe, use asbestos, pow- 


dered mica and metal tinsel, rather than 
paper cotton or paper trimmings. 


One fire department chief suggests that 


the clothing of Kris be sprayed with a so- 
lution of water-glass to make it partially 
fire-proof; that a fire extinguisher and a 
few pails of water be kept near at hand, 
also a rug or woolen cloth in which the vic- 
tim of the blaze may be wrapped. In any 
event, for the next two weeks more than 
ordinary precautions against fires should 
be taken.

IT WON'T be long now before 


we hear the recitation of the old 
people who will settle themselves 
for a long winter nc.p. I suppose 
we sleep a little more in the winter 
than we do in the summer, but if 
so it is anatomic from our animal 
friends, 
the real 
hibernaters— 


bears, marmots, akunka, badgers, 
raccoons, chipmunks and gophers. 
I used to see some of these animals 
in a laboratory where one of my 
zoological teachers was experi- 
menting. He could arrange temper- 
ature conditions and other matters 
so he could induce hibernation in 
the animal any time he wanted; 
also wake him up. He would feed 
a gopher for two or three weeks 
until he was chuckful, then he 
would put him into a refrigerated 
room with the proper kind of a 
box for him to curl up in, and 
there he would go. His breathing 
became to faint that you could 
hardly notice it. 
Sometimes he 


would not take a breath for four 
or five minutes at a time. 
The 


heart slowed down, and all the 
functions of elimination ceased. 
The temperature went down to 
about half of normal. 


When he wanted to wake him 


up, he would gradually bring the 
temperature up and let some fresh 
air into the room, and after a while 
the little fellow would sort of 
shake himself all over like a mild 
convulsion and begin to breathe, 
get up and yawn, and Immediately 
look for some food. It was almost 
impossible to wake him up the 
first two or three days after he 
went to sleep, no matter what tem- 


perature changes you rang In on 
lira. 
You could roll him across 


:he floor and tousle him up but 


u would get no response. 
Hibernation Is a most peculiar 


sort of condition in that all vital 
processes seem to be completely 
suspended. The female polar bear 
usually has her annual set of cubs 
during her hibernation. They are 
two months old before she wakes 
up. 


In "Science News Letter" Is an 


account of human hibernation. 
It 


is told by Professor Sergius Mor- 
gulis, of the University of Ne- 
braska College of Medicine. 
The. 


Russian peasants in famine times 
used to resort to this hibernation-* 
sleep. They would huddle together; 
on the tops of their targe flatt 
stoves by families, even by vil- 
lages. 
They would cover them- 


selves up with all the fur coats 
and blankets available, and snug- 
gling up to each other, they con- 
served their life energies as much, 
as possible. With only a few un- 
avoidable interruptions they would 
sleep away the winter. 


So if you tend to demand eight 


or nine hours these nights instead! 
of your customary seven, don't get 
worried about it, but blame it on 
the season.
